Song it ſelf being extant at large in the [_ Chapter, Such alſo was the © 
Triumphant Song for the Viftory over Jabin 4nd Siſera: Then ſang Deboreh 
and Barack. the ſon of Abinoam in that day ſaying, Praiſe ye the Lord for 
the avenging of Iſrael, &c. Judg. 5. Thus it was in extraordinary caſes, 
and for any thing we know , upon all ordinary occaſrons. Though be frft that _ _ 
ft abliſhed ſenging P[alms and Hymns , as a fix'd and conſtant part of Gods publick, - 
Worſhip in the ſolemn Aſſemblies i the Jewiſh Churth (as we read inthe Old... *- 
Teſtament)was King David, whoſe zeal for Gods Zlory(before the Houſe of - Gol 
3vas built) ſet bimſelf to compoſe divers Pſalms for that ſervice, as we read

They |} 
were daily with one accord in the Temple praiſing God, &c. And the 1 
Verſe following mentions, That Peter and Fohn went up into the Temple : 
at the hour of prayer, (that was the ſet time for the Celebration of Publick, | 
worſhip.) Alſo Acts 16.25. weread that Paul and Silas being in / ah at mid- 4 
night ſung Pſalms , 4nd in ſo audible and chearful voices that the reſt of tho 
priſoners beard them. And St. Paul in bas Epiſtle to the Epheſians, chap. 5. 
'verſ. 19, 4nd Col. 3. 16. exhorts to the publick, ſinging of Pſalms, and 
Hymns , and Spiritual Songs, which words, as one learnedly obſerves, are in 
the Original the very Titles of David's Plalms : Now what reaſon bad the Apoſtle ? 
20 direft us in our ſenging to the very Titles of David's Pſalms , if it were-not 3 
bi meaning we ſhould ſing them ? The ſame Author obſerves, that boly David 3 


#n the 95th Pſalm hath prophetically ſet down the Publick Worſhip of the Chriſtian 
Sabbath, exit conſifrof Thankggiving, Projer, and Preaching: Thantggiving

yerſ\. x. O come let us ſing unto the Lord, &c. Prayer, verſ, 6. O come 
tet as worſhip , and fall down , ahd kneel before the Lord, &c. Attention 
on tho Word preached, verſ, 8. To day if ye will hear his voice, 6c. The 
Oſeof forging Plalms and _ w4s contizued with great reverence and devotion 
among the Primitive Chriitians: Thoſe who conſult tbe Writings of the Pri- 
mitive Fathers ſheI ſcarce meet with one that makes not mention thereof. An 
account bereof 1 find Iearnedly diſcourſed by Dr. Cave in bs Primitive Chri- 
ſtianity , PartI. pag. 276, 277. where ſpeaking of the reading the appointed 
Leſſons, be hath theſe words : Abont this part of the Service it was that they 
ſung Hymns and Pſalms, a conſiderable part of the Divine Worſhip, (as 
it bad ever been accounted both amongſt Fews and Gemiles) and more 
immedately ſerviceable for celebrating the Honour of God, and lifting 
up the Minds of Men to Divine and Heavenly Raptures. Alſo pag. 35Ls 
etting down the Cuftom of the Adminiſtration of the Bleſſed Sacrament of the 
Lord's Supper in thoſe times, be writes, During the time of Adminiſtration, 
which in populous Congregations was 110 little time , they ſung Zymns 
and Pſalms. This he confirms by teſtimonies out of the Writings of the Fathers , 
there mentioned. Thus far my Author : From whom alſo Ihave received this farther 
account , that this was the Praftice not only of the Eaſtern bus the Weſtern 
Church.

All which is ſo 
Y plain, that Bellarmin 55 not only forc'd 10 confeſs #, butto plead for it ; nhough 
YN zt be otherwiſe in the Church of Rome , where the people are debarr'd this prece- 
i of Divine Worſhip by & double incapacity ; firſt, that it u reſtratued only 10 perſons- 
W/cleZed for that purpoſe ; ſecendly , that what u ſung is performed in 4 language 
JI which the common people do uot underſtand. But to proceed : Pliny, indic Epiltle - 
M #0 Trajan, writes, That the Chriſtians uſed to aſſemble together in the 
F morning before day-light, and ſung Hymns and Pſalms unto Chriſt, as 
Yunto God. Euſebius reporteth , that the Emperours Conſtantine and Theo- 
F doſius ever before the battel began cauſed all their Souldiers publickly to foug 
BY Plalms, and make Supplications to the Lord. Biſhop Nicolſon , tn bis Apology 
Bj or Church-Diſcipline , pag. 145+ faith, St. Chryſoſtom in his Sermons ex- 
FHhorted Parents to teach tfeir Children to fing Pſalms; and that St. Hirrous 
Fvrites, that in his time you might hear Plowmen ſing Plalms at the . 
FPlow-tail, and Artificers in their Shops. Jt was not then like the Age we

Reign of Queen Mary : Biſhop Bonner coming into the Priſon beard Mr. Phil- 
Pot and thoſe with him (ſinging of Pſalms , to whom he thus fpake, How-can you 
be -ſo merry in priſon? you ſhould rather lament for your naughtinefs.

We are here in a dark comfortleſs place,” therefore it becometh us todo ſo,

za fengthem. Some peculiar Pſalms , where the Metre is different from: «ll the 
ref?, require Tunes ſuitable, ſuch are Plalm III, 121, 124,130, aud ſome 
Others. Theſe Tunes ſeemed to them to be move difficult than the reſt, and therefore 
zhey would render them uſeleſs: To belp ſuch, 1 have in this Edition added 10 
zheſe four Plalms another Metre, to be ſung toCommon Tunes. 1 have obſerved 
and made tryal wp 64 the French and German Tunes, and do not find but our

hath hid from us the Zebrew Tunes , and the Muſical Accents wherewith 
the Pſalms of David were wont to be ſung;, it muſt needs be that the 
Lord alloweth us to fing them in any fitch. grave,” and ſolemn, and plain 
Tunes , as do fitly ſuit the Gravity of the Matter , the Solemnity of Gods 
Worſhip, and the Capacity of a plain People.
